As we approach mid-May, we're back with the first mini in quite some time. This group of 
eight medals and tokens focuses entirely upon Columbian Expo and related issues, of 
which there are five, and Massachusetts related exonumia, of which there are three. 
Additionally, for something a bit different, there is no bronze here, as everything is either 
white metal, silver, or nickel. 


Kicking things off is a fairly unusual and rare medal issued not for celebrations in the 
United States, but instead for those held in Montevideo in Uruguay... 





While the design is the familiar work of the always-elegant Stefano Johnson, the usual 
English legends are replaced with Spanish, while a ball clasp as issued is observed at 
the top. 


Meanwhile, the so-called “Danish” medal offers its own transfixing artistry, presenting 
Columbus on a ship being guided and inspired by a robed female, all while the reverse 
features a majestic eagle, ornamented cartouche, and parts of the exposition buildings. 

From the expansive list of Columbian Expo medals, Joe Levine considered this one to be 
“one of the most attractive...”

Switching over to Massachusetts, one of the most iconic and sought-after colonial series 
is undoubtedly the “pine tree” and related coinage from the mid-17th century. While even 
lower grade examples can be difficult to obtain, listed here is not one but two 
opportunities for an approximation in great condition. The first is a fairly faithful 
reproduction from the 1930’s and used as an advertising token for the International 
Sterling firm. Struck in silver and featuring an inner legend promoting the company, this 
offers a great antiqued look... 
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The other emanates from the same time period, but only features the tree side of the 
famous shilling, with the reverse celebrating the 300th anniversary of Boston Common— 


the oldest park in America. What's more, this piece includes the original envelope in 
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which it was sold—for the lofty sum of 25¢ in 1935...
